build switches to all grain elevators 
along their tracks, upon request, and 
called a halt on the attempt of the 
State of Arkansas to penalize an in- 
terstate railroad for failure to sup- 
ply cars enough to accommodate in- 
terstate traffic. 

In announcing the opinion in ‘the 
Nebraska case, Justice Holmes as- 
serted, although the State possessed 
certain police powers and railroads 
must fulfill the purposes for which 
their charters were granted, yet rall- 
roads, like other owners of property, 
have rights protected by the Constitu- 
tion.” He held their property could 
not be tazen without compensation, 
as he said the law proposed to do, 
in requiring tne railroads to build 
switches to the elevators. 

Justice White, in announcing the 
opinion in the Arkansas case, spoke 
of the right of the railroads “to sail 
under the flag of the Constitution” 
rather than the black flag. 

In using this language in the an- 
nouncement of the opinion, Justice 
White was referring to the decision 
of tne Arkansas Supreme Court, 
which discussed the fact that the St. 
Louis Southwestern Railway was un- 
able to furhish more cars for local 
traffic because of the requirements of 
the American Railway -Association as 
to cars going out of the State of 
Arkansas.

UGLY MYSTERY...

Every one inside the jail is said to 
have been sworn to secrecy. Nothing 
was known outside of the negro’s 
wounds unti) he was brought up in 
Justice Frederickson’s court to answer 
for shooting the patrolman.

in a fearful. condition. An effort was 
made to find out from the witnesses 
how he had been beaten, and by whom.

Health Board friction has culmin- 


‘tated, it is understood, in the resigna- 


tion of Dr. W. J, Chambers, a member, 
and lately a possibHity for Chief of 
Police. The resignation is now in the 
Mayors hands, and he has been try- 
ing to find a successor in order that 
the Council may confirm him at to- 
days session. It is not believed he 
Ras found a new member; at least, 
none was at hand last night. 

Not only has Dr. Chambers resigned, 
but Dr. Sherwin Gibbons, the Ajax of 
the department, is likely to retire and 
enter the Good Government race for 
Coroner.’ Dr. Gibbons Said last night 
he has not made up his mind what he 
will do, 

The retirement of Dr. Chambers ends 
a year of peculiar history in the Health 
Department. At first Chambers an 
Gibbons were antagonists at the board 
meetings, but suddenly they paired off 
together and have been acting in con- 
cert for six months. Then, also pe- 
culiarly, Dr. Clarke and Prof. Stabier 
seemed to pair off and act together, 
and generally in repression of the 
strenuous activities of the other mem- 
bers. Between the two divisions the

nose when it came to making a choice 
between them. Chambers and Gib- 
bons became the progressives.“ and 
Clarke and Stabler the “conservatives.”

XALIToRNIA FARMERS’ HAPPY 
The season which now is in its very prime in 
California has been a peculiar one. The rainy sea- 
son began a little earlier than usual, and up to the 
turn of the year the precipitation all over the State 


Then followed a time of drought and of doubt as 
to the crop outcome. From the first week in Jan- 
uary until two-thirds of March had passed we had 
been blessed with only an occasional light shower. 
The farmer’s eyes looked anxiously over his fields, 
in doubt as to what the harvest would be, but sur- 
prised day after day to note the excellent condition 
in which his crops continued to be. During this 
time of light rainfall the temperature was low, and, 
although absolute rains were lacking, there was an 
unusual amount of moisture in the air.

Then came the blessed rains in the last third of 
March, ending with a second great precipitation on 
Easter day, and these have put all doubt as to a 
good harvest for farmers of every kind out of the 
way—as was demonstrated by the splendid and com. 
prehensive crop reports in Sunday’s Times. 
Literally millions of money would be required to 
tell the value of these late rains to the State of Cal- 
The whole State was in need of precipita- 
tion, and the two late March rains covered the 
State from end to end. There was not a township 
that lacked its life-giving moisture. The saving in 
irrigation to the fruit growers was immense. The 
same was true of farmers whose fields are set to 
alfalfa. The grain fields would have been an entire 
failure but for these two rains, and with them 
there is a promise of a great yield. The bean grow- 
ers and the sugar-beet growers were in great doubt 
about their crops, but these two rains have changed 
the aspect of things for these farmers as for all 


These March.rains came in the very nick of 
time. The orange trees are all blooming now for 
next year’s crop. The vineyards are all ready to 
be laid away after one more cultivating to keep 
down the weeds that follow the rain.

‘VISIT TO FIELD 


By ANGELENOS. 


Property of American Mid- 
way Company Inspected. 

Lakeview Gusher 
Seen in All Its Glory. 
Wonderful Productiveness of 
the Fullerton Field. 


Several Los Angeles gentlemen, who 
are interested in the new $3,000,000 con- 
cern, the American Midway Oil Com- 
pany, left this city Saturday night for 
Bakersfield and spent all day Sunday 
in inspecting the Midway and Sunset 
districts. Included in the party were 
Mr. and Mrs. M. P. Waite, W. D. Wil- 
‘son, J, M. McLeod, Harlan Victor 
Gause, Dr. James H. Edmonds, A. B. 
Cohn and several others. 

One of the chief features of the trip 
was a view of the famed Lakeview 
gusher located just on the edge of the 
Sunset district. On Sunday, because 
of a lack of wind, it was impossible to 
get within 300 or 400 yards of this 
active volcano without being sprinkled 
with the stuff that makes millionaires 


of once-poor men. This gusber in ita 


brief span of twenty days has pro- 
duced almost 1,000,000 barrels of oil 
that has been saved, and which at the 


current market price of 1 oil has 


netted the owners $600,000. 

In order to save the oil, a chain of 
has been constructed, 
with the .well’s 
production for a distance of more than 
one mile from the scene of the erup- 
tion. 

On Sunday the Lakeview was doing 
business at the old stand with the 
regularity of clockwork, and persons 
Connected with the company said it 
was spouting cil at the rate of more 
than $0,000 barrels every twenty-four 
hours. Many engineers in the employ 
of the Union ol Company were on 
the ground, swathed in oil skins, mak- 
ing every Hort to figure out some 
plan of getting the well under con- 
trol. The gusher may be seen for many 
mies on @ clear day. and to both the 
richteous and unrighteous it is an 
awe-inspiring spectacle. 

An eighty-acre tract owned by the 
American Midway On Company is lo- 
cated an section 32, 32-24, on an abso- 
lutely direct line with the Lakeview 
and Standard gushers, and tying in be- 
iween them. The ſand has been pro- 
nounced by geological experts as be- 
ing as good as any in the entire Mid- 
way or Sunset districts. The company 
already has a well down several hun- 
dred feet, and expects to have a gush- 
er before very long. Other wells will 
be drilled at once.

FULLERTON, April 4.—In the midst 
of all this excitement in the northern 
oll fields, those in the southern part of 
the State are liable to be overlooked, 
but they are still moving along with 
the procession and adding their quota 
of “oll magnates” to the already large 
list. The “one best, etc.,” among the 
southern field is without doubt the 
Fullerton field, which now leads them 
all in point of output and also in 
prospects, for while the Salt Lake 
field is just coming inte his own, and 
is on the down grade, the Fullerton 
field is just cofing into its own, and 
is predicted that some time Fullerton 
will be known as one of the really 
great fields of California, The reason 
it has not beeh developed more rap- 
idly is probably due to the fact that 
the holdings are all in large blocks 
and owned by strong concerns which 
have had no desiré to drill it up all

While Schonek stoutly denies that he 
fe responsible for the fires, a strong 
chain of circunistantial evidence is be- 
ing woven to indicate that he is the 
perpetrator. His handwriting has been 
compared with that in the anonymous 
letters bent out telling of what the 
firebug proposed to do, and is believed 
to be identical. 

The police received many reports 
from various sources that they were 
on the wrong track and that the orig- 
mal frebug would again get busy to- 
night.
